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PREFACE 


This  second  volume  of  "BEDFORDSHIRE  PARISH  REGISTERS 
contains  the  registers  of  five  parishes  lying  in  the  east  of  the 
county,  on  the  borders  of  Cambridgeshire  and  Hertfordshire. 

All  the  parishes  are  contiguous  except  Edworth;  between  this  and 
the  rest  lies  Dunton,  the  register  of  which  would  have  been  too 
lengthy  for  inclusion  in  the  volume,  which,  as  it  is,  has  slightly 
exceeded  the  maximum  length  estimated  in  the  prospectus.  This 
group  of  villages  has  always  been  given  up  almost  wholly  to 
agriculture,  and  the  registers  suggest  that  their  population  has 
been  nearly  stationery  during  the  entire  period  covered  in  this 
series.  The  market  towns  of  Biggleswade  and  Potton  lie  a few 
miles  to  the  west  and  north. 

An  additional  item  - the  Index  of  Subjects  - has  been 
included  in  this  volume,  and  will  appear  in  all  subsequent  issues. 
Apart  from  its  intrinsic  value,  it  will  serve  to  show  ho w.  varied 
are  the  contents  of  parish  registers,  and  how  their  interest  is 
far  from  being  confined  to  names.  Instead  of  commenting  in 
detail  on  the  numerous  subjects  mentioned  more  or  less  incident- 
ally in  these  registers,  the  student  is  referred  to  the  Subject 
Index.  Volume  I was  somewhat  devoid  of  the  miscellaneous  mem- 
oranda usually  entered  in  parish  registers,  but  the  present 
volume  will  be  found  to  yield  a fair  number;  m6se  have  been 
noted  at  the  end  of  each  register  section,  in  smaller  type.  An 
entry  in  the  very  early  list  of  briefs  in  Wrest lingworth  register 
(page  C65)  brings  to  light  the  fact  that  Biggleswade  suffered  a 
destructive  fire  in  or  shortly  oefore  1604-,  nearly  two  centuries 
before  the  disastrous  one  of  1785 . 


Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  feature  of  this  group  of  parishes 
Is  its  strong  association  with  men  distinguished  in  the  law. 

Six  judges  of  various  courts  come  with  our  purview.  Of  these 
Sir  Robert  Catlyn,  Chief  Justice  of  England*  s?o.s  buried  at  Sut- 
ton in  1574  (page  A46 ) , and  Sir  Edmund  Anderson,  Chief  Justice 
of  the  Common  Pleas,  at  Eyeworth  in  1605  (p.  D18).  The  Cock- 
ayne s were  descended  from  John  Cockayne,  chief  baron  of  the 
Exchequer,  who  was  the  original  purchaser  of  the  Hatley  manor 
and  estate,  afterwards  to  bear  the  name  of  the  family  (p.  Bi) . 
Onslow  Winch  who  baptised  his  son  at  Sutton  in  1621  (p.  AlOjwas 
himself  the  son  of  Sir  Humphrey  Winch,  judge  of  the  King's 
Bench,  of  Everton  nearby.  Onslow  married  Judith  Burgoyne. 

The  reasons  for  identifying  Sir  William  Olynne  of  Eyeworth  as 
the  son  of  the  well-known  judge  are  discussed  in  the  introductory 
noto  to  that  register  (p.  Di).  Finally,  although  we  cannot 
claim  so  renowned  a person  as  the  Lord  Chancellor  Bacon,  we  have 
his  widow,  buried  in  1650  at  Eyeworth,  whither  she  had  retired  to 
spend  the  latter  years  of  her  adventurous  life  (p.  D2l) . To 
those  great  lawyers  we  can  add  Counsellor  Clement  Pigott  and 
Serjeant  Spurling's  daughter,  both  married  at  Edworth  in  1600 
and  1615  respectively  (pp.  Eli*, 12);  both  wore  members  of  fam- 
ilies which  possessed  the  manor  of  Edworth. 

H or  is  Bacon  alone  as  a groat  literary  man  indirectly  connect- 
ed with  this  district.  Bunyan's  name  will  ever  be  associated 
with  Edworth  through  a trivial  incident  in  1674,  which  is  briefly 
mentioned  in  the  introductory  note  (p.  Ei) ; while  the  donor  of 
the  priceless  Cottonian  library  was  married  at  Eyeworth  in  1644 
to  a nioco  of  Bacon's  wife  (p.  Di,14) . 
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The  immense  value  of  the  contemporary  Transcript  Registers 
(“Bishops*  Transcripts'*)  for  supplying  details  unrecorded  in 
the  original  register  (indicated  in  the  prospectus)  i

Sutton  can  claim  a certain  prominence  in  several  ways . 

It  is  one  of  the  ten  parishes  in  the  county  which  possess  a 
register  dating  from  1538.  From  approximately  the  same  date 
the  Burgoynes  have  been  lords  of  the  manor,  and  the  present 
owner  represents  one  of  the  very  few  old  Bedfordshire  families 
still  residing  at  their  ancestral  seat.  Sutton  benefice  has 
been  held  by  a long  succession  of  notable  rectors.  Finally, 
the  parish  contains  a medieval  packhorse  bridge,  perhaps  its 
most  remarkable  feature;  but  this  lies  outside  our  province. 

A long  article,  published  in  1918,  deals  with  the  many 
interesting  aspects  of  the  history  of  Sutton,  and  gives 
an  account  of  the  Burgoyne  family  and  some  scholarly  notes 
on  the  post -Reformat ion  rectors. (l)  Of  these  may  be  mentioned 
Dr.  John  Crayford  (1532-47),  pluralist,  Master  of  Clare , Oam'br  /ige 
later  also  of  University  college,  Oxford;  Dr.  Thomas  B:Lll,anoth--r 
Cambridge  scholar  and  Master  of  Trinity,  buried  in  Westminster 
Abbey  (1547-61);  Oliver  Bowles  (1606-45),  the  presbyterian 
divine;  Edward  Stillingf leet  (1657-65),  afterwards  Bishop , 
of  Worcester;  Dr.  Edward  Crane  (1732-77),  Prebendary  of 
Westminster,  during  whose  long  incumbency  a number  of  curates- 
in-charge  sign  the  register;  Dr.  Samuel  Kettleby  (1777-1808), 
Hospitaller  of  St.  Bartholomew’s,  London;  and  Dr.  Drax  Free 
(1808-30) ,. the  notorious  litigant.  With  the  exception  of  the 
first  name,  all  these  rectors  are  recorded  in  Sutton  register. 

The  following  curates  sign  the  leaves  of  volume  two;  Robert 
Portous  (1733-34),  Chas . Lemprier  (1736-38),  John  Jackson  (1739- 
41),  and  Edmund  Bentham  (1747-79). 

The  register  tends  to  confirm  other  evidence  that  the 
Burgoynes  wore  seldom,  if  over,  resident  at  Sutton  before  the 
17th-  century;  presumably  their  earlier  home  was  at  their 
Warwickshire  estate  of  Wroxall.  But  it  makes  it  fairly  certain 
that  they  had  settled  at  Sutton  long  before  the  Civil  War. 
Essentially  a military  family,  two  members  are  outstanding. 

Sir  Roger  Burgoyne,  who  commanded  the  Bedfordshire  Militia  for 
the  Parliament  during  the  Civil  War,  is  duly v recorded  in  the 
burial  register;  and  John  Burgoyne  (1722-92),  the  more  cele- 
brated general  in  the  first  American  war  of  independence;  but 
he  was  baptised  at  St.  Margaret ’ s Westminster,  and  buried  in 
the  Abbey. His  father  (John  Burgoyne,  2nd.  son  of  Sir  John, 
third  baronet  of  Sutton)  and  grandfather  are  however  both 
recorded  in  Sutton  register. 

With  an  index  now  before  us,  it  seems  clear  that  Bedfordshire 
can  lay  little  further  claim  to  the  tradesman’s  token  of  John 
Burkhuest  ’of  Sutton’,  issued  in  1657.(3)

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The  population  of  the  parish  in  1801  was  301,  and  in  1921  was  189 ; 
its  area  is  2234  acres.  There  are  no  hamlets  in  the  parish.  The 
adjoining  parishes  are  Potton,  Cockayne  Hatley,  Wrestlingworth, 
Eyeworth,  Dunton,  Biggleswade  and  Sandy. 


The  register  for  the  period  1538-98  is  the  copy  on  parchment  from 
the  paper  original,  no  longer  extant.  It  is  engrossed  in  a beau- 
tiful scrivener's  hand.  The  entries  for  various  years  between  1629 
and  1659  are  made  in  several  Illiterate  hands.  During  the  last  four 
years  of  Oliver  Bowles’  time  (1642-45)  no  record  has  come  down  to  us; 
only  three  entries  are  given  for  this  period,  and  are  inserted  in 
large  blank  spaces  loft  for  these  years.  The  register  for  1648-50 
is  also  incomplete.  The  hand  changes  in  1653,  when  the  register  may 
have  passed  into  the  hands  of  a civil  registrar.  In  1657  v/e  have  a 
no  bo  (see  page  A14)  of  the  election  and  approval  of  such  a ’register’ 
somewhat  belated  if  ho  was  the  first  to  be  appointed. ( 1 )

The  church  chest  is  singularly  devoid  of  other  records,  and 
contains  only  a MS.  copy  of  'An  Act  for  Confirming  and  Establishing 
an  Exchange  agreed  to  be  made  of  certain  Lands  in  the  parish  of 
Sutton  between  Sir  Roger  Burgoyne,  Lord  of  the  Manor,  & Dr.  Crane  „ . . 
(i.c.  Sutton  Enclosure  Act,  the  earliest  for  Bedfordshire),  dated  1742. 

The  editor  is  indebted  to  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  A.  Cary-Elwes, 
for  permission  to  publish  the  register;  and  gratefully  acknowledges 
donations  from  Lady  Burgoyne  and  the  Rev.  Canon  Box,  the  late  Rector, 
towards  the  cost  of  publiatidnn  The  cost  of  repairing  and  re- 
binding  the  first  volume  was  generously  borne  in  1929  by  Canon  Box .

Cookayne  Hatley  is  a small  parish  lying  on  the  borders  of 
Cambridgeshire.  Originally  only  Hatley,  its  earlier  suffix  of 
Port  occurs  first  in  the  16th.  century,  and  is  probably  derived 
from  the  Port  family,  lords  of  the  manor  from  the  end  of  the 
12th.  to  the  end  of  the  13th.  century.  In  1417,  John  Cockayne, 
Lord  ChicfBaron  of  the  Exchequer  and  Justice  of  the  Common 
Pleas,  purchased  the  manor,  which  remained  with  the  Cockaynes 
until  1745,  and  with  the  Gusts  (by  marriage)  until  1852. 

The  Transcripts  are  headed  ‘‘Hatley  Port"  from  1602  to  1611, 
"Cockayne  Hatley  alias  Hatley  Port"  or  by  either  name  from  1532 
to  1675  (cf.  page  B2),  and  "Cockayne  Hatley”  regularly  afterwares. 

The  Lincoln  episcopal  registers  contain  a note  of  the  peti- 
tion, dated  1736,  of  Robert  Portcus,  Rector  of  Cockayne  Hatley, 
for  licence  to  go  to  Virginia,  !‘his  native  country"  ; he  had 
been  instituted,  to  the  rectory  in  1735.  He  continued  however 
to  hold  the  living  until  his  death  in  1754,  having  also  held 
Eyeworth  by  dispensation  from  1742.  It  is  apparently  this  same 
Robert,  not  Samuel,  as  previously  statod(l),  who  married  Judith 
Cockayne  (cf.  page  B6) . 


The  four  entries  to  which  are  appended  "of  Wrcstlingworth 
in  the  parish  of  Cockayne  Hatley"  (pages  BIO  & 2l),  and  the 
long  notes  recorded  in  the  V/restlingworth  register  (pages  C66,. 
67)  afford  some  further  details  concerning  the  disputed  bound- 
ary between  the  two  parishes.  The  detached  part  of  Hatley  in 
V.rr o s 1 1 ingwo r th  was  transferred  to  the  latter  parish  under  the 
"Divided  Parishes  Act,  1882". 

There  arc  only  eight  other  Bedfordshire  parishes  possessing 
registers  commencing  as  late  as  the  13th.  century;  and  it  is 
with  some  consolation  that  we  road  the  note  of  the  rector 
instituted  in  1700  that  “'there  was  no  register  to  be  found  for 
ye  last  five  & twenty  years”,  so  the  loss  is  not  due  to  neglig- 
ence in  recent  years.  In  this  instance  we  have  had  recourse  to 
the  Transcripts  for  the  whole  of  the  17th.  century^  a striking 
example  of  their  immense  value. 

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1801  was  102,  and  in  1921 
was  87;  its  area  is  1175  acres.  The  adjoining  parishes  are 
Yrestlingworth  and  Potton  in  Bedfordshire,  and  Gamlingay, 

Hatley  St.  George  and  Tadlow  in  Cambridgeshire.

1602-1700,  as  noted  below.

(Written  on  the  inside  of  the  front  cover  ; "The  following  is  a copy  taken 
by  me  in  September  1871  from  the  copies  of  entries  of  Births,  Marriages  & 
Burials  sent  annually  to  the  Archdeacon' s Registry  by  the  clergy  of  this 
parish,  and  now  deposited  in  a room  over  the  vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Bedford  - Edward  Brickwell,  Rector."  It  consists  of  extracts  of  all 
entries  relating  to  the  Cockayne  family,  and  of  the  names  of  Clergy  who 
signed  the  entries  on  the  Transcripts.  Both  lists  are  somewhat  erroneous).

(Written  after  the  burial  entry  of  1754,  Dec.  9:-) 

"The  Revd.  Mr.  Rich.  Cust,  Clerk,  M. A. , was  inducted  into  the  Rectory  of 
this  Parish  by  the  Revd.  Mr.  Hicks,  Rector  of  Wrestlingworth,  Jan.  16,  1755 
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The  parish  of  Wrestlingworth,  which  adjoins  Cambridgeshire 
on  the  east.,  is  the  most  populous  of  the  group  comprised  in  this 
volume « Unlike  the  other  parishes , it  has  at  no  time  belonged 
to  any  family  for  more  than  a short  period.,  and  the  ownership  of 
the  manor  during  the  17th.  century  is  not  yet  fully  known.  The 
parish  register,  however,  would  seem  to  show  that  it  belonged  to 
the  Bristow  family  a generation  before  its  alienation  in  1722  by 
Herbert  Bristow!^ 

As  the  opening  note  states  (page  Cl)  the  register  is  the  copy 
from  the  paper  original  from  1578  to  1599,  when  the  ink  changes,” 
thence  the  record  contains  contemporaryentries , but  only  as  far 
as  1607.  The  register  for  the  period  1607-32  (corresponding  with 
the  incumbency  of  Miles  Sill)  would  appear  to  have  been  kept  in 
a very  casual  manner ; at  any  rate,  the  entries  for  these  years 
are  a cop'/,  made  apparently  about  1632,  from  ‘'old  notes  and  papers" 
(page  C4) . Contemporary  registration  is  resumed  in  1632,  and  the 
entries  for  the  ensuing  47  years  ( co-terrninous  with  the  time  of 
Miles  This tie thwaite ) are  written  in  one  hand,  presumably  his  own; 
his  signature  as  rector  certifying  the  Transcripts  are  in  the 
same  hand.  There  is  no  break  or  change  whatever  during  the  civil 
war  and  commonwealth  period,  hence  it  is  not  surprising  that  we 
have  no  mention  of  a civil  registrar  about  1653. 

The  separate  register  of  burials  in  woollen  (1681-1730)  con- 
tains very  little  information  not  recorded  also  in  volumes  I and 
III,  with  which  it  has  been  collated;  the  three  minor  discrepan- 
cies are  stated  in  footnotes  (pages  C48,53) . 

The  population  of  the  parish  inlSOl  was  330,  and  in  1921  was 
433;  its  area  is  1700  acres.  Water  End,  the  only  hamlet. in  the 
parish,  is  not  mentioned  in  the  register.  The  adjoining  parishes 
are  Eyeworth,  Sutton,  Potton  and  Cockayne  Hatley,  and  Tadlow  and 
Guilder.

Additional  Memoranda. 

The  first  volume  is  rich  in  miscellaneous  notes.  The  record 
of  charitable  briefs  (1601-07)  forms  a particularly  early  list, 
and  is  transcribed  in  full  (page  CS5).  The  note  of  the  1 contrib 
ution*  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  is  also  an  interesting 
little  addition  to  our  scanty  knowledge'  of  the  administration  of 
the  early  poor  law  in  rural  parishes  (page  C66)  . The  curious 
notes  concerning  the  title  to  the  tithes  of  the  portion  of 
Wre s 1 1 ingworth  which  lay  in  Cockayne  Hatley  yields  some  topo- 
graphical details  (pages  C66,67,°  cf.  also  Bi) . In  addition, 
there  are  a few  memoranda  in  the  body  of  the  register,  concerning 
bequests  to  the  poor  and  for  the  reparation  of  the  church  (C39,40)

Tho  only  other  re cords comprise  two  volumes  of  accounts  of 
the  surveyors  of  the  highways  (1805-50),  containing  detailed 
disbursements  and  assessments,  and  one  volume  of  accounts  of 
tho  overseers  of  the  poor  (1827-35).

"Mr.  Robert  Clarke  being  Churchwarden  this  yeare  1637  havinge  laide  out  for 
the  necessary  repayre  of  our  Church  the  surnme  of  10  li.  It  was  agreed  by  me 
the  Rector  & the  Cheife  Parishioners  that  for  & towards  the  just  paymentof 
the  saide  summe  of  ten  pounds  that  hee  should  receive  the  rent  of  the  tovne 
land  of  Thomas  Edwards  (the  tenant  of  it)  till  the  sayd  somme  be  discharged  - 
this  note  made  under  our  hands  November  7 1637  doth  more  clearly  & partic- 

ularly declare;  the  which  note  the  sayd  Robert  Clarke  hath  in  keepinge.

It  is  interesting  to  find  that  disputed  boundary  between  Wrest lingworth  and 
Cockayne  Eat ley  was  not  finally  settled  until  the  Enclosure  Award  of 
Wrest lingworth  two  centuries  later  (1804)).

PARISH  REGISTER 
OF 

E Y E W ORTH, 

1538  - 1812. 

Tho  parish  of  Eycworth  (or  Eyworth)  is  ono  of  the  smallest  in  the 
county , both  in  population  and  area*  In  spite  of  this,  it  adjoins 
two  other  counties  (Cambridge shire  and  Hertfordshire)  on  the  east. 
More  remarkable  is  the  number  of  notable  persons , largely  inter- 
related, who  are  recorded  in  its  register*  Of  these  the  most  dis- 
tinguished is  Alice  (Barnham) , Viscountess  St.  Albans , widow  of  tho 
groat  Lord  Chancellor  Bacon(l)]  her  burial  in  1650  is  entered  at 
some  length  (page  D21)  . Married  at  the  early  age  of  14  to  Bacon,, 
her  infatuation  for  John  Underhill  a year  or  so  before  her  hus- 
band's death  in  1626,,  caused  Bacon  to  alter  his  will*  cutting  her 
out  of  all  but  her  legal  rights.  Her  marriage  with  Underhill  in 
tho  same  year  was  far  from  successful,  and'  it  was  probably  after 
their  separation  that  she  retired  to  Eyeworth  to  live  with  her 
friends,  the  Anders ons . Only  a year  before  her  death,  her  sister. 
Lady  Dorothy,  widow  of  Sir  John  Constable,  had  been  buried  at  Eyc- 
wortii(2)  (page  D2l)  . The  Andersons  were  lords  of  the  manor  from 
1594-  to  1773 ( 3 ),and  its  first  owner.  Sir  Edmund,  was  Lord  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  A man  of  considerable  emin- 
ence in  his  time,  he  was  one  of  the  judges  who  tried.  Mary,  Queen  of 
Scots;  and  was  buried  at  Eyeworth  in  1605  (page  D18) . Connected 
with  the  Andersons  by  marriage  were  tho  Constables  and  the  Cot- 
tons (4)  (page.  D14-)  * During  the  Civil  War,  the  whole  or  part  of  Sir 
Robert  Cotton's  famous  library  was  removed  to  Stratton  Park  (3 
miles  from  Eyeworth),  owned  by  the  heiress  of  tho  Anderson  family. 
She  was  at  once  the  step-daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Cotton,  and  wife  of 
John,  his  son  by  his  first  marriage (3 )( of . page  D14,  1644).  It  was 
this  same  John  who  made  the  munificent  gift  to  the  nation  of  the 
priceless  library  collected  by  his  grandfather.  Lady  Alice  and.  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Cotton  (page  D5 ) wore  nieces  of  Viscountess  St.  Albans,  who 
made  bequests  to  both(6).  The  register  contains  nothing  to  suggest 
that  her  mother  or  her  trusted  servant,  Tyrrell  (or  Turroll)  wore 
living  with  her  at  Eyeworth.  Curiously  enough,  the  latter's  will 
(dated  1672)  contains  legacies  to  Sir  Roger  and  Lady  Burgoyne  and 
Mrs.  Eliz  - Burgoyne,  ‘my  god-daughter ‘ (w  * 

Sir  William  Glynne  (pages  D6,22;  A15)  is  almost  certainly  the 
oldest  son  of  Sir  John  Glynne,  the  distinguished  judge  (1603-66). 

We  know  that  Stephen  son  of  Stephen  Anderson  of  Eyeworth  married, 
in  1664  Mary  daughter  of  Sir  John  Glynne,  H.M.  Ser jeant-at-Law' ® ' ] 
also  that  Penelope  wife  of  Sir  William’  Glynne  was  the  daughter  of 
Sir  Stephen  Anderson(9).  The  judge  had  been  created  king^s  ser- 
jeant  in  1660,  and  his  eldest  son,  William,  was  created  a baronet 
in  166l(10).  So  all  the  evidence  tends  to  prove  tho  identity. 

That  being  so,  it  was  tho  father  of  Sir  William  Glynne  of  Eyeworth 
whose  dictum  on  the  occasion  of  the  forgery  of  a marriage  register 
by  the  Duke  of  Northumberland  in  1658  is  well  known;-  "Glyn, Chief 
Justice.

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1801  was  86 , and  in  1921  was 
120;  its  area  is  1254  acres.  It  contains  no  hamlets.  The  adjoining 
parishes  are  Dunton,  Sutton  and  Wrestlingworth  in  Bedfordshire, 
Guildon  Morden  in  Cambridgeshire , and  Ashwell  in  Hertfordshire. 

Only  last  year  was  Eyeworth  register  found  to  date  from  as  early 
as  1538.  Previous  authorities  had  given  the  date  as  1550 (2) and 
1599 The  entries  from  1538  to  1599  are  as  usual  a scrivener* s 
neat  copy  into  the  new  parchment  register  from  the  paper  original. 
The  record  for  the  civil  war  and  commonwealth  period  appears  to  be 
complete.  At  the  foot  of  the  pages  containing  the  entries  for  1641- 
47  and  1648-5.1  are  the  names  of  "Jeames  Armourer , Vicar " and  '‘Geor- 
gius Bruton, vicar ius " ; the  latter’s  name  also  occurs  after  the 
entries  for  1658  and  1663.  The  election  and  approval  of  the  civil 
parish  registrar  are  duly  recorded  In  1653s-  “3edd‘  The  16th  of 
November  1653.  George  Cullicko  is  Chosen  and  Confirmed  to  bee  the 
Register  for  the  parish  of  Eyeworth  & hath  Come  before  us  & taken 
his  Corporal  oath  to  execute  the  said  office  with  all  faithfulncs

A former  Terrar  made  in  the  time  of  my  Predessour  Dated  the  l4th.  day  of 
October  1706  & Signed  Paul  Chishull,  Vicar  of  Eyworth  & John  Burton,  Churchwarden, 
Logins  thus,-  The  True  Vicarige  House  A Glebe  of  about  5 Roods  with  2 Barnes  of 
3 Bayes  apeice  A an  Orchard  in  th^  said  Glebe.  The  House,  as  I am  informed,  con- 
tained 4 Rooms  below  & as  many  floors  above  adjoining  to  ye  Churchyard  on  the 
South  A directly  over  against  the  Chancel,  was  exchanged  by  a former  Patron  A 
Vicar  above  threescore  years  last  past  for  the  House  & Glebe  now  possessed  by  me 
A 2 Vicars  my  imediate  predecessours.

The  Present  House,  nowr  called  ye  Vicarage  House,  built  of  Stud  & clay  walls, 
contains  3 Rooms  below  & as  many  above,  with  2 Butterys.  It  is  part  Tiled  & part 
Thatch’d;  all  Earth  Floors  belovj,  - The  Barn  contains2  Bayes  with  a small  Stable 
adjoining  at  ye  South  end.  The  Ground  & Orchard  contains  near  3 Roods  abutting  on 
yc  Lords  Land  Southeast,  & ye  Land  of  ye  John  Cullick  North,  ye  Common  Street  West. 
The  Lands  of  ye  Patron  containing  all  ye  Parish,  except  as  after  is  excepted,  pay 
a Composition  of  £36  per  annum  for  all  Tythes  (except  Tythe  of  all  Grain,  which 
belongs  to  ye  Impropriator)  & is  now  above  threescore  years  continuance;  Excepting 
one  Close  called  Pennymens  containing  an  Acre  more  or  less,  purchased  of  John  Cul- 
licke  by  Sr  Stephen  Anderson,  Patron,  nor/  in  the  Occupation  of  John  Swain,  Lords 
Rye  Close  North,  John  Swains  Pikle  Lords  Land  South.-  And  one  House,  called  Blew- 
gates,  together  with  a Dovehouse  A 3 Acres  of  Pasture  more  or  less  adjoining  there- 
to, of  which  John  Swain  is  owner,  ibid  also  one  other  House  with  3 Roods  of  pasture- 
adjoining  A bordering  on  ye  Vicarage  Orchard  heingye  Dwel ling house  A Estate  of  ye 
late  John  Cullick.  Allwhich  3 several  Places  are  out  of  the  aforesaid  Composition 
A pay  Tythes  to  the  Vicar.  No  particular  Custom,  of  Tything  but  Smoke  A Garden 
Penny  A 2d.  an  Offering.  - Marriage  with  Banns  2s.  Sd. ; with  License  6s. 8d.  ; Bury- 
ing Is.;  Churching  6d.  Mortuarys  are  customarily  due.-  The  Vicar,  before  excused, 
paid  13s. 4d.  to  ye  Crown.  And  the  Impropriator,  according  to  ye  abovementioned 
Terrar,  stands  charged  with  all  Procurations  to  ye  Bishop  A Archdeacon.-  The  Cus- 
tomary dues  of  ye  Parish  Clark  are  as  followes:  Each  House  8d.  per  Annum;  Marriage 
with  Banns  2s. 6d. , with  License  5s.;  Burying  2s. 6d.  - To  the  Poor  of  Eyworth  there 
belongs ; Eight  Acres  of  Arable  Land  in  Dunton  Feild  now  in  ye  occupation  of  Edmurd 
Rudd  of  Newton  in  Dunton  Parish;  And  also  Six  Acres  of  Arable  Land  in  ye  Feilds 
A Parish  of  Wrest lingworth  now  in  ye  occupation  of  James  Kefford  of  ye  said  Par- 
ish; heretofore  given  by  ye  Will  of  John  Gadiiury  of  Eyworth.  - Furniture  belong- 
ing to  the  Church,-  One  large  Bible.  One  Common  Prayer  Book.  A large  Flaggon 
weighing  threescore  A eight  ounces  with  this  Inscription;  Humbly  dedicated  by 
Dame  Dorothy  Constable;  vri.th  a large  Silver  Pattin  weighing  twrelve  ounces- A a 
Silver  Challice  weighing  twenty  ounces.  A fine  Diaper  cloth  A Napkin  for  ye  same. 

A Surplice,  a Pulpit  cloth  A Cushion  A Desk  cloth  of  good  broadcloth  edged  with 
Lace.  - In  the  Steeple  are  three  Bells  A frames  for  no  more.  The  Churchyard 
fenced  with  a large  House  of  ye  patron  East,  A a Brick  Wall  North  A We st  at  ye 
Lords  Charge,  A with  Rails  on  ye  South  at  ye  Parish  charge.  The  Clark  is  chosen 
by  ye  Minister.  - The  Date  of  ye  Present  Register  Book  commenceth  1705,  of  ye 
old  one  1599s.

1552-1812 


The  small  parish  of  Edworth  abuts  on  Hortf ordshiro  on 
tho  oast  and  on  tho  Roman  way  on  the  west. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  16th  century  the  Pigotts 
wore  lords  of  the  manor  of  Edworth.  Thomas  Pigott  died  in 
1579 , not  in  1581,  as  previously  stated.il)  The  important 
marriage  between  counsellor  Clement  Pigott  and  Francos 
daughter  of  Thomas  Pigott  of  Stratton  (in  Biggleswade)  in 
1600  docs  not  seem  to  have  been  noted  elsewhere.  Thomas 
Pigott* s sons  sold  their  interests  in  the  manor  to  John 
Spur 1 ing( 1) , who  would,  appear  to  have  been  a serjeant-at-law 
(page  E12).  Since  1614,  when  the  Hales  of  King's  Walden 
(Herts.)  purchased  it  from  Spurling's  widow,  Edworth  has 
had  no  resident  lord  of  the  manor ; the  Halo  family  possessed 
the  manor  until  a generation  ago. 

As  might  be  expected.,  the  register  is  singularly  defic- 
ient of  entries  relating  to  gentry.  Among  the  more  substantial 
farmers  were  tho  Beaumonts.  John  (d.ied.  1714)  is  termed  a 
gentleman  in  tho  Transcript,  and.  Thomas  (died  1730)  is 
described  as  a ‘‘farmer  who  had.  been  about  43  years  in  the 
best  farm1' . A generation  or  so  earlier  occurred  tho  unfort- 
unate incident  involving  Bunyan's  reputation,  which  raises 
little  Edworth  to  notoriety  just  as  remote  Eyeworth  is  drawn 
out  of  its  obscurity  by  its  connection  with  another  great 
literary  man.  The  story  of  how  Bunyan  carried  Agnes  Beau- 
mont one  wintry  evening  in  1673/4  to  tho  nonconformist 
meeting  at  Garni ingay,  of  the  angry  retaliation  of  her  father, 
of  his  sudden  death  a few  d_ays  afterwards  (page  E17),  and  of 
the  evil  spreading  of  scandal  about  this  innocent  episode, 
has  often  been  narrated. The  register  affords  ample 
evidence  of  the  adhesion  of  tho  Beaumonts  to  their  parish 
church,  of  which  Thomas  Beaumont  was  warden  in  1712  (page  E22). 

The  dearth  of  gentry  in  Edworth  register  is  however 
more  than  compensated  by  the  number  of  interesting  and 
curious  remarks  supplementing  the  brief  facts  (c.g., pages 
E7,  14,  16-20).  Several  of  these  remind  us  of  the  prox- 
imity of  Edworth  to  the  great  North  Road  (E17),  and  it  was 
probably  by  this  route  that  the  Uplague"  arrived  to  levy  a 
small  toll  on  the  village  in  1625  (E16) . 

The  population  of  the  parish  in  1801  was  90,  and  in  1921 
was  82,°  its  area  is  1122  acres.  It  contains  no  hamlets. 

The  adjoining  parishes  are  Astwick,  Biggleswade  and  Dunton 
in  Bedfordshire,  and  Hinxworth  in  Hertfordshire. 


The  register  is  apparently  complete  during  the  time  of 
tho  civil  war,  but  no  entries  are  made  for  1653  and  1659. 
There  is  no  allusion  to  the  election  of  the  civil  registrar 
in  1653,  but  tho  illiterate  hand  in  which  the  entries  for 
1654-56  are  written  suggests  that  he  was  the  scribe;  although 
baptisms,  not  births,  continue  to  be  registered,  there  are 
no  marriages  again  until  1661.  In  1657,  however,  the  schol-
